In 1850 ‘epidemic cholera was 
carried from Bom)ay to the Per- 
sian Gulf and was-very prevalent 
‘in Persia during the two follow- 
ing yoars, invaded Jéurope through 
Russia in 1853, and by the end 
of the year reachod America,-tho 
rapidity of the sproad being much
